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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that Lemley reference 
teaches a packet voice gateway (PVG) adapted on the line side of the communications network and not on the first network (HFC). 
However, the process of translating the VoIP call into a TDM call as claimed is performed by the PVG of Lemley. What side of the 
network the process takes place is deemed not critical to perform the processes as described in claims 1 and 10. Thus, there appears to 
be no compelling reason to place the functionality of "translating" to be in the first network. Indeed, it could be argued that the translation 
takes place between the first and second networks as there are no claimed features of the translation that compels the process to be 
taking place in the first network. 
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
